Our nursery is located on a sandy ridge about three miles 
from Lake Erie. The sandy soil produces large fibrous root 
systems and the plants are toughened by Lake Erie weather— 
they have to be hardy. 


Each of our plants is properly sprayed for health and 
sheared for shape as it grows. Frequent transplantings produce 
good root systems, and modern irrigation and growing pro- 
cedures do the rest to produce baby plants that are second to 
none. 
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We trim our baby evergreens while they are very small, | 
making them strong and bushy instead of thin and | 
straggly as they might be if not trimmed. The sizes listed j; 
do not tell the story; you must see our plants to appre- | 
ciate them. | 
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THE YEWS (Taxus) 


The finest low and medium sized evergreens are in this 
group. Sun or shade, exposed or protected, any soil that 
is reasonably well drained. A light trimming once a year 
is needed on most varieties to maintain dense foliage and 
proper form. 


JAPANESE SPREADING YEW (Taxus cuspidata) 
3-4 ft. high, 4-5 ft. wide. Zone IV. Spreading type, very 
popular for foundation plantings and hedges.

FALL PLANTING allows your plants to get the best possible 
head start next spring. Planting should be done early rather 
than late so that root growth may take place before freezing 
weather sets in. 

Plant firmly in well-prepared soil and keep moist until 
freeze-up. Most parts of the country have a rainy season but if 
rain does not occur you should water the plants yourself. Water 
thoroughly every several days instead of sprinkling lightly 
every day. 

Alternate freezing and thawing of winter and early spring 
can heave smaller plants out of the ground, especially in heavy 
and poorly drained soils. To prevent such heaving, work some 
peat or compost into the soil when planting (to improve drain- 
age) and apply a heavy mulch after the ground freezes. Straw, 
peatmoss, corn cobs, sawdust, or other material may be used 
for the mulch. Remove excess mulch before growth starts in 
the spring. 

In areas with severe winters, you may want to provide the 
extra precaution of wrapping the plant with burlap, covering 
with pine boughs, or otherwise protecting from wind and win- 
ter sun. Remove such protection before growth starts in 
spring. 

Tall plants that are planted in windy places should be 
staked to prevent wind whipping. Drive a stout stake into the 
soil about 4 inches from the trunk and tie the top firmly but 
not tightly to the stake with cloth strips or heavy soft cord. 
Wire or thin cord will cut. Stake may be removed after growth 
starts in spring.

AZALEAS AND RHODODENDRONS 


In general azaleas and rhododendrons are not adapt- 
able to adverse conditions of any sort; they require an acid 
soil that is moist and well drained, and they prefer partial 
shade and protection from wind. Peatmoss in the soil and 
as a mulch is extremely helpful. 


CHINESE AZALEA (Azalea mollis) 
4 ft. Zone V. Easiest azalea to grow. Almost any well- 
drained soil, sun. Grown from mixed seed, colors un- 
known.
